I shall give you a recipe for 1 a small 
angel cake’ that calls for only half the 
usual number of eggs.

Custards, blanc 
mange and other desserts, as well as 
scrambled eggs and mayonnaise are 
all good ways in which to use the 
yolks. Here is the recipe: 

4 egg whites 

1+} teaspoons cream of tartar 

lveup sugar 

1 1-3 cups flour 

1-4 teaspoon salt 

1-2 teaspoon vanilla 


Beat whites of eggs until frothy. 
Add cream of tartar, and continue 
beating until eggs are stiff, but not 
dry. Fold in sugar gradually. Sift 
flour and salt together four times, and, 
earcfully fold into white of egg mix- 
ture. Add vanilla. Bake in an un- 
greased tube pan in a slow oven (300 
degrees), increasinfk the heat after 
30 minutes to moderate (350 de- 
grees). Bake 45 minutes. Invert pan 
on wire cake yack and Jet stand until 
cool. 

This cake may be served without 
icing. or with a simple icing of water, 
powdered sugar and flavoring. While 
we're talking about icings ... a boil- 
ed icing calling for the white ot only 
one egg is ideal. Where egg whites 
are used in the icing, be sure to use 
the yolks in the eake, excepting. of 
course, an angel cake or in the filling.

SOLVES PROBLEM 
OF UNITED NATION

Spain announced tonight it would rec- 
ognize all debts of the monarchy. The 
immediate result was the strengthen- 
ing of stocks and securities on the ex- 
change, 

All Banks Guarded, 

The announcement caused a feeling 
of optimism in the business and bank- 
ing worlds and stimulated more confi- 
dence generally in the economic future 
of the country. Most of Spain’s out- 
standing obligations are domestic bond 
issues. It is understood that the $60,- 
000,000 credit issue arranged by the 
former government through the J. P. 
Morgan interests in New York has 
not yet been drawn on. 

Every bank in the city was guarded 
by policemen today—outside and in- 
side—but the. precaution was unneces- 
sary. ‘There have been no bank runs 
or anything to suggest a tendency to- 
ward looting. The populace continues 
calm and restrained and attends to 
normal affairs. 

Barcelona was reported to have 
quieted down after short disorders this 
morning in which all prisoners were 
released from jails. The public was 
awaiting the results of negotiations 
between representatives of the Madrid 
government and the Catalonian re- 
oe regarding their future relation- 
ship. 

Cabinet members here discounted 
the ‘possibility of serious disaffections 
between the two republics. The 
Madrid delegation is attempting to 
persuade their confreres to accept what 
amounts to state autonomy within the 
Spanish republic, it was said, at least 
until both governments show that they 
ean function. 

Policy of Prudence. 

The Spanish ministry so far is pur- 
suing a policy of prudence. This is 
contributing to an easier feeling among 
the people, and making some friends 
for the new order. 

However, such a program only 
serves to irritate the communists, al- 
ready enemies of the republic, and 
they continually threaten to start 
trouble in such cities as Barcelona, 
Bilbao and Seville, 

American Ambassador Irwin B. 
Laughlin visited Provisional President 
Niceto Alcala Zamora today to ar- 
range with proper authorities for the 
exchange of business between the two 
nations. Senor Alcala received him 
cordially and asked him to continue 
handling all matters with the foreign 
office. 

The visit implied neither a friendly 
nor unfriendly attitude on the part 
of the United States, nor did it sig- 
nify recognition or non-recognition of 
the Spanish republic. However, the 
Madrid press, without any authority 
from the ambassador, attached favor- 
able significance to the meeting and 
considered it friendly.

The govern- 
ment has announced that it intends 
to carry out former relations with 
Vatican City. 

Minister of Interior Maura tonight 
instructed newly appointed provincial 
governors to report to the government 
any cases in which priests used their 
churches for spreading political prop- 
aganda. While no formal law exists 
forbidding preaching politics in 
churches, nevertheless the government 
is reported to feel that it is wise to 
restrain such procedure at present. 

Maura cautioned the governors to 
remain neutral in questions relating 
to the church and not to attend cere- 
monies in their official capacities. He 
told them, however, “always to main- 
tain maximum courtesy with ecclesi- 
astical authorities.” 


WEARY EXILED KING SHUNS 
CROWDS AT FRENCH CAPITAL 
BY MELVIN K. WHITELEATHER, 
Associated Press Staff Correspondent. 

PARIS, APRIL 17.—Weary from 
the effects of his thunderous recep- 
tion last night, Alfonso De Bourbon 
spent his first day in exile in seclu- 
sion and delayed decision on his plans 
for the future. 

Although Alfonso refused to give an 
interview, the Duke of Miranda «acted 
as his representative in a long session 
with newspapermen. He told them his 
sovereign had not had time to pre- 
pare for the future, but he expected 
to know within a few days where he 
would permanently reside, pending the 
holding of elections in Spain which 
Alfonso believes will return him to the 
throne. 

The king and queen wish to efface 
themselves from public life, he said, 
and to live quietly as private citi- 
zens. ‘In answer to a quéstion, he said 
he did not know whether they. might 
take a trip to England before decid- 
ing on a place of residence. 

“I think the king.is not likely to 
go away,” he said, “although he may 
possibly make a flying visit to in- 
spect whatever spot he has in view.’’ 

The duke let it be known that the 
monarch has dropped his royal title 
and wished to be known henceforth 
as the Duke of Toledo, one of his 
many lesser ones. Thus it is now the 
Duke and Duchess of Toledo who oc- 
cupy the entire first floor ef. one of 
the capital’s finest hotels. 

Meanwhile, the French government 
became the first major power formally 
to recognize the Spanish republic. A 
few hours after a request from Charge 
d’Affaires Rolland, of Spain, Premier 
Pierre Laval held a conference with 
Foreign Minister Aristide Briand and 
extended recognition. 

The welcome to Alfonso apparently 
disturbed the republicans and social- 
ists here. Leon Blum, socialist leader, 
said the former’s arrival_made it easy 
to distinguish between the friends and 
foes of the French republic. 


CATALONIA TO REMAIN 
PART OF SPAIN 

MADRID, April 17.—(UP)—The 
Catalonian problem has been settled 
and Catalonia will remain an integral 
unit in the republic of Spain, the new 
republican government announced this 
evening. 

,The communique said that a mes- 
sage had been received from Nicolau 
D’Owler, minister of national econ- 
omy, one of three ministers who flew 
to Barcelona, advising that their ne- 
gotiations with the republican regime 
there had heen successful. 

It had been feared that Catalonia 
would set up a separate republic, and 
the new regime in Madrid headed by 
Niceto Alcala Zamora took urgent 
steps to prevent the country from be- 
ing broken up into small autonomous 
states,

“Illiteracy can give more courses 
in learning than any university, and 
without matriculation fees.” 

This characteristic epigrammatic bit 
of philosophy of Corra Harris was 
given Friday by the Georgia novelist, 
principal speaker at the noon gather- 
ing of the American Alumni Council, 
which today will bring its three-day 
annual convention to a close at the 
Biltmore hotel. 

Some illiterates are our most tragic- 
ally educated’ people, while some so- 
called cultured are most comically 
educated,”’ the writer, who is profes- 
sor of the chair of evil at Rollins 
College, added in a brief address that 
dealt informally with aspects of pres- 
ent day education and their relation 
to life. Her talk, presented in a vein 
that was humorous, yet pointed and 
profound, gave her listeners an in- 
sight into the style of writing that 
has made her famous. 

Speaking of the school of experi-| 
ence, Mrs. Harris remarked that she | 
did not believe “there was such a) 
thing as an uneducated man or wom- 
an.” Frankly admitting that she did 
not “know anything about education 
and don’t believe anybody else does,” 
Mrs. Harris asserted that for her to 
address the assembled group of alum- 
ni secretaries representing colleges 
from all sections of the nation was 
a case of “rushing in where angels 
had trod too much.” 

Emphasis on Success. 


“American education has laid too 
much emphasis on success and not 
on contentment—the finest 
culture in the world,” the authoress of 
“The Circuit-Rider’s Wife,” declared. 
“The function of education should be 
the improving of qualities of mind 
and good taste for aiding in the choice 
of liberties and happiness. We dwell, 
too much on the ways and means of 
education, rather than on what educa- 
tion is. Religious prejudice and polli- 
tics have done much to handicap the 
progress of education.” These were 
some of the comments on educational 
conditions expressed by the distin- 
guished speaker. 

Citing the late business depression 
as an example of mental attitude and 
speaking on this as of modern edu- 
cational methods, Mrs. Harris assert- 
ed it is “not practical to educate man 
and leave him a moral illiterate.”

Selfridge Field, Mich., 20 officers, 
12 enlisted men, 18 pursuit planes and 
two transport planes. 

These planes have been ordered here 
for maneuvers by General J. E. 
Fechet, chief of air corps, at the re- 
quest of General Frank McCoy, com- 
mandant of the fourth corps area. 

Reports here today said nine huge 
twin-motored planes, comprising the 
twentieth bombardment squadron, left 
Fort Bragg, N. C., today for Fort Ben- 
ning, to participate in the maneuvers 
here. The planes planned to stop 
overnight at Atlanta and proceed to 
Fort Benning tomorrow. Each plane 
carries four men. All of the planes 
are equipped with radio telephone, en- 
abling the fliers to communicate with 
each other, and also with ground tele- 
phones. 

Leave Camp at 5 A, M. 

The troops left Camp Leonard 
Wood, the concentration point for 
maneuvers, beginning at 5 a. m. yes- 
terday morning. The reds and blues 
under secret orders until 10 a. m., 
when the hostilities began. 

At exactly 10 o’clock commanders 
assembled to get their orders. With- 
in a short time the two armies were 
broken up into units and scattered 
through the densely wooded areas.

Throughout the day the two armies 
jockeyed back and forth with appar- 
ently no success but about 2 a. m. this 
morning the outposts of the combat- 
ants came into contact and there was 
considerable musket firing, 

Shortly afterward the reds were 
aroused on the orders of General Es- 
tes and by 3 a. m. had eaten breakfast 
and prepared to attack the blues who 
had thrown their forces across the 
main road to Cusseta, the objective of 
the reds. 

Red cavalry moved down the Cus- 
seta road until well within the im- 
mediate sector of the blues, then went 
into the woods to get into a flanking 
position, 

At 5 a. m. General Estes gave the 
order to attack which caught the 
blues on their left flank. The reds, 
however, had missed the main troop 
area of-the blues and within a short 
time the colonel major had ordered a 
counter-offensive which caught the re- 
serve troops of the red forces and cut 
them off from the main body. 

The blues pounded ‘the 
back toward Bull creek and had them 
retreating when the “war” was called 
off, three hours after the red offensive 
was launched. 

Throughout the day today the troops 
were moving from the “battle’’area, 
15 miles from the concentration camp.

NATHANIEL B. STEWAR! 
PAID HIGH TRIBUTE 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—High 
tribute was paid Friday to the mem- 
ory of Nathaniel B. Stewart, of Geor- 
gia. former American consul general 
at Barcelona, Spain, who passed away 
in this city early this morning. An 
official statement issued late today 
by the state department says: 

“In the passing of Consul General 
Stewart the foreign service loses one 
of its ablest officers and one who has. 
won the honor and esteem of all -his 
colleagues. He and Mrs. Stewart 
have endeared themselves to all who 
have been so fortunate as to be asso- 
ciated with them. 

“Tt will be recalled that. Consul 
General Stewart, “accompanied by 
Mrs. Stewart, proceeded to Yoko- 
hama, Japan, immediately. after the 
earthquake in 1923, where they lived 
in tents and temporary’ portable 
houses during the arduous reconstruc- 
tion period. At the time of the dis- 
aster Mr. Stewart was acting as chief 
of the office of consular personnel in 
the department, and volunteered for 
this difficult and dangerous assign- 
ment.” 

The funeral party left Washington 
at midnight ,tonight for Americus, 
Ga., where interment will take place. 

Mr. Stewart was born at Butler, 
Ga., January 4, 1871: graduated from 
the University of Georgia, A. B., 
1893; attended George Washington 
Law school, 1897-99; was a clerk in 
the navy department, 1893-97; in the 
war department, 1897-09; engineer 
wepastment of the city of Rabana, 
1899-1902; provincial treasurer, Phil- 
ippine Islands, 1902-7; appointed aft- 
er examination, consul at Castella- 
Mare Di Stabia, August 15, 1907; at 
Madras June 10, 1908; at Durban,

PORTUGAL QUELLS 
ISLAND UPRISING 


LISBON, April 17.—(4#)—It was 
officially announced ‘tonight that mili- 
tary operations were started against 
the rebels, who revolted against the 
Lisbon government. in the Azores, 
and that the garrisons on the two 
islands, Graciosa and Sao Jorge, had 
surrendered. 

The statement said that government 
troops from the cruiser Carvalho Ar- 
aujo and the.destroyer Damao, who 
had been sent from here to put down 
the uprising, had occupied the islands 
and arrested the ring leaders of the 
insurgents. The naval vessels made a 
demonstration at the islands before 
the forces were landed. 

The Carvalho Araujo later this 
evening joined forces with the cruiser 
Vasco Da Gama and moved to Horta, 
where preparations were made for an 
attack on the island of Terceira, 
where the revolt also broke out. The 
rebellion originated in the Madeira 
Islands and ten days ago spread to 
the Azores. 

Following unsuccessful attempts to 
induce the rebels of Terceira to sur- 
render after leaflets had been dropped 
there from a seaplane, an ultimatum 
was sent to the insurgents that unless 
they surrendered the cruisers would 
bombard the island. The population 
was given notice to leave the city of 
Angra do Heroismo, 


POWER ASSOCIATION 
SCORED BY NORRIS 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—(/)— 
The power interests were charged to- 
day by Senator Norris with attempt- 
ing to divert attention from the trade 
commission’s investigation of their ac- 
tivities by a nation-wide propaganda 
campaign. 

The Nebraska republican in a for- 
mal statement based his charge on a 
pamphlet written by Paul 8, Clapp, 
managing director of the National 
Electric Light Association, which 
Norris said had been distributed to 
millions of stockholders in public utili- 
ties companies and consumers of elec- 
tricity. 

“While the federal trade commis- 
sion in its investigation of the power 
trust is almost daily revealing some 
gigantic scheme on the part of that 
monopoly to control the generation 
and distribution of electricity for the 
people of the United States,” Norris 
said, “the trust is trying to divert at- 
tention from true conditions by con- 
tinuing this nation-wide propaganda 
of deception.” 

Norris said the particular fault he 
found with “the trust operations is 
that their methods have been so often 
disreputable, so often underhanded, al- 
most always secret, and many times 
downright dishonest.” 

Norris said Clapp, in 
electric rates in towns with munici- 
pal plants with private rates, used 
some cities in which there are no mu- 
nicipal taxes and the entire running 
costs are pai out of profits from the 
municipal plants. He cited Chanute, 
Kan., and South River, N. J. 

“The figures show,” Norris added, 
“that the municipal plants in the 
United States, while not making as 
good a showing as is made by the 


the larger system in Canada are, nev-' 


ertheless, so far ahead of any show- 
ing which can be made anywhere in 
the United States by the power trust 


VIEWS ANNAPOLIS 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 17:—(4) 
Prince Takamatsu, brother of the em- 
peror of Japan, made history for the 
American navy today by requesting 
amnesty for all naval academy mid- 
shipmen punishable during the day. 

Captain C, P. Snyder, acting su- 
perintendent, granted the prince's re- 
quest, a custom followed in the far 
east by royalty visiting military estab- 
lishmentsa, 

Under the amnesty midshipmen 
guilty of violating regulations will 
not be forced to pay for their mis- 
deeds today. Academy officials said 
it was the first time such a request 
had been made and granted in the 
American navy. 

Dressed in the uniform of a senior 
lieutenant of the Japanese navy and 
accompanied by Princess Takamatsu, 
the Japanese imperial family’s repre- 
sentative in their navy inspected the 
academy during the day and reviewed 
the midshipmen.
